Montgomery Notes 


Most likely by the time you read this 
Heritage Auctions will have sold proba 
bly the finest grouping of Confederate 
Montgomery notes to be offered in 
many years. If you are 
not familiar with these 
notes they were the 
first currency to be is¬ 
sued by the Confedera¬ 
cy and were actually 
printed by the National 
Note Company in New 
York. They were au¬ 
thorized by the Act of 
March 9th, 1861 and 
this first group of Con¬ 
federate notes became 
know as 

‘Montgomery’s’ since 
they were issued in 
Montgomery Alabama. 

The current designa¬ 
tions for these notes is 
T1 thru T4 and encom¬ 
pass the denominations 
$1000, $500, $100, and 
$50. They were not 
intended for general 
circulation and were 
issued as interest bear¬ 
ing notes paying 
3.65% per annum. 

Most were issued, en¬ 
dorsed, and cancelled 
when redeemed. 

When hostilities broke out between the 
North and South on April 12th, 1861 
the Secretary of the Confederate treas¬ 
ury, Memminger, knew that the Con¬ 
federacy would need much more paper 
currency to finance the war so a con¬ 
tract was let to the American Bank Note 
Company in New Orleans which was 
later renamed the Southern Bank Note 
Company and additional notes were 
created. Additionally the capital of the 
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Confederacy was moved shortly after 
these Montgomery’s were issued to 
Richmond Virginia which issued the 
remaining currency for the South. In 
getting back to the notes presently being 
offered by Heritage at 
FUN there are a total 
of 8 $1000 T1 ’sinthe 
sale. This is an amaz¬ 
ing number since there 
were only 607 issued 
with the current cen¬ 
sus of 118 notes 
known. Price esti¬ 
mates range to over 
$50,000 for the high¬ 
est graded note. The 
sale contains and ad¬ 
ditional 8 of the $500 
notes or T2’s. There 
were also 607 of these 
issued with the current 
census of 111 known. 
Price estimates for 
these top out at 
$55,000. Next are the 
$100 notes or T3’s. 
There were 1,606 is¬ 
sued with an estimat¬ 
ed 165 known. Again 
8 are in the sale with 
top estimates at 
$30,000. Finally the 
last of the Montgom¬ 
ery’s, the T4 or $50 is 
represented with 5 
offered in the sale. As with the T3 there 
were 1,606 $50’s issues with and esti¬ 
mated 163 known. Sale estimates for 
these top out at $35,000 but who knows 
what any of these Montgomery's will 
bring. Check out Heritages web site for 
all the offerings. If you collect Confed¬ 
erate and have deep pockets this sale is 
for you. If not, there just neat to look 
at.

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Coin Of The Month 
1875 ‘Mint Dot’ Indian Cent 



1875 1C Dot Reverse MS65+ Red PCGS Secure. Snow-16, FS-801. Among the 
most recent varieties to make the leap into the Guide Book is the Dot Reverse 1875 
cent. In 2008, Q. David Bowers publicized a discovery by Tom Culhane, the pres¬ 
ence of a small, irregular dot at the top left of the N in ONE. Culhane (and Bowers 
in a subsequent article) connected the dot — which, while not regular, appeared to 
have been made deliberately -- with a "sting operation" executed by A.W. Downing, 
foreman of the Coining Room, who marked a reverse die to catch a coiner suspected 
of pilfering cents. (The elderly coiner was caught out, confessed, and resigned.) 

The Dot Reverse cents of 1875 were a tiny fraction of the mintage, and even if this 
MS65+ Red coin were not a Dot Reverse cent, it would still rate as a condition rarity 
for the date. The survival of this coin, well-defined with gorgeous fire-orange luster 
and minimal carbon, is nothing short of remarkable. Eagle Eye Photo Seal, card in¬

Auctions 


Another source for numismatic col¬ 
lectibles and the last one we’ll look at 
in this overview series is the auction 
area. In October, 2011; we looked 
briefly at EBAY as a possible source 
and where, in general, the vast majori¬ 
ty of offerings are of an auction or bid 
nature. In addition to EBAY, there 
are several companies dealing exclu¬ 
sively in the auction format and of 
those, three have outstanding reputa¬ 
tions for offering some of the finest 
known numismatic items by type and 
series. Those companies are: Herit¬ 
age Auctions, Stack’s Bowers Galler¬ 
ies, and Teletrade. All of the auction 
companies, including EBAY, have 
legally binding Terms and Conditions 
which must be agreed to by sellers 
and buyers. Some of the important 
points include: a minimum participant 
age of 18 or parental/guardian written 
permission; agreement to pay in full 
within a specified time frame; agree¬ 
ment to an additive fee structure 
based on the bid amount (does not 
apply to EBAY buyers); agreement 
that when bidding ends, the high bid 
on an item or group of items referred 
to as a lot is legally binding and en¬ 
forceable; and agreement to forms of 
legal recourse should a problem arise. 
The key here is to make sure what 
you bid on is really what you want or 
need, because bids can rarely be with¬ 


drawn. Heritage Auctions and Stack’s 
Bowers Galleries are frequently the 
official auctioneers for the large na¬ 
tional numismatic shows like ANA, 
Baltimore, FUN, Long Beach, and 
Whitman. The auction offerings 
number in the thousands and normally 
include items from very high value, 
well known, and well documented 
collections. While many of the items 
are of very significant value and 
therefore, out of the price reach of 
most collectors, the cataloging pro¬ 
cess employed by the companies in 
preparing for the auction can provide 
all numismatists with valuable educa¬ 
tional and informational opportuni¬ 
ties. The catalogs contain very high 
quality photographs and descriptions 
of the items being offered which can 
be used by all of us to improve our 
knowledge base and fine tune our 
grading skills. To find out more 
about these three auction companies, 
you can get on the internet and go to 
HA.com for Heritage Auctions; 
stacksbowers.com for Stack’s Bowers 
Galleries; and teletrade.com for Tele¬ 
trade. We may not be able to afford 5 
and 6 digit priced coins, but we can 
afford the time to improve our 
knowledge base and grading skills.
